more frequent the better. It is certain, a Gentleman 
who enjoys a good Penfion for feven Years, 1s more 
able to give a high Price than if he had enjoyed that 
Penfion but for one Year, cr even for three ; and he 
will more willingly give a high Price, when he ts 
thereby to purchafe the Continuance of that i’enfion 
for feven Years, than when he is to purchafe it only 
for one or.three Years.

Spencer Cooper, afterwards one of the Judges of the 
Common Pleas, he told me himfelf that he had neyer 
been in the Borough he reprefented in Parliament, nor 
had ever feen or {poke with any of his Electors ; and I 
believe I could, without much Difficulty, name fome 
who are now in the fame Situation. Can fuch, Sir, be 
called the Reprefentatives of the People, or can it be 
fuppofed that they are chofen by Means of that natural 
Intereft by which eyery Man ought to hold his Seat in 
this Houfe ?

King. If you ask what were the Confequences of rhe/e 
Proceedings, it will be fufficient to mention two. The 
Tax of a 5th on the Revenues of the Subje&, which is 
the Proportion of our Land Tax of four Shillings in ibe 
Pound, was continued, though the gezeral Excife had 
been impofed ; and (g) Enguerand de Marigny was hang’d 
in the fucceeding Reign for This, amongft other Crimes, 
though not by an Affmbly of the Effates; for the E- 
feates nad neither the Opportunity, nor the Power, of 
refenting the greateft Infult, that could be offered Them, 
and the greateit Injury, that could be done to the Na- 
tion. 

The next Ob/crvation I have to make is very fhort, 
but I think very pertinent, and very important. 
This Example thews us clearly how true it is, that no 
Infruments of Tyranny can be found fo fure and effec-

If they thould fee a Perfon intrufted with the publick 
Money appear, and openly act in the Management of 
Elections, as if he had a Mind to fhew the World, that 
there was a Power in Bribery to overcome that Hatred 
and Contempt with his Countrymen bore to him and his 
Adherents ; if Men fhould fee all or any of thefe 
Things, and believe they were done to preferve the Con- 
ftitution, they might not ftick afterwards to believe all the 
Abfurdities in the Alcoran.

HETHER William the Firft derived his Right

To this purpofe they fet up King Stephen, and for better 
him ioe on this Defign, they w ould afterwards have pulled 
him down. During the fo lowing Reigns, there were almoft 
concaiel lars between the Crown and the Barons, in which 
the People were expofedto $I ugh hters on both Sides, and 
‘yet had little to expect from eithe r. As Things ttood in 
thofe ays, the Commons were \ ory unhappy, the | rd 
almoft always in Brouls, and the Kings eldom out of Dan- 
eer.
